Two Star staffers went 


fishing Tuesday, and this is 
their report. 


The daylight temperature 


running in the high 90s Gene 
Allen and your editor decided 
the best bet was a spot of night 
fishing, in which Gene is a man 
of experience but I am not. 


In preparation for Tuesday's 


outing I bought a floating 
sealed-beam light at Jim's One- 
Stop store, Highway 4 North, 
and managed for a heavy-duty 
battery that would serve the 
light and also act as a backup 
for the battery on the big engine 
of my boat. 


Gene and I headed out of 


Hope and were fishing one mile 
up Saline River on Millwood 
Reservoir by 8 p.m. Daylight 
remained until almost 9:30, it 
being the next to the longest day 
of the year (the longest was 
Wednesday, June 21). 


Night came on, with a three- 


quarter moon. The wind that 
had ruffled 
the water in 


daylight died away, and the 
only worry spot on the horizon 
was a thunderstorm which 
blackened the sky far to the 
west, ripped to shreds by 
lightning but so distant we 
couldn't hear the thunder. The 
storm moved around to the 
north, however, and missed us. 


It had been a year since I was 


up the Saline, and all the green 
trees had died, burying the old 
landmarks in an army of 
skeletons. But Gene knew the 
way, 
both going in and coming 


•it. 
In addition to the animal 


comfort of a cool night on the 
water we were glad to find the 
Saline area free of mosquitoes. 
Gnats, of course, but no 
mosquitoes. 


Our fishing light, hung two 


feet above the water from a 
pry-pole 10 feet out, drew gnats 
by the thousands. Minnows 
swarmed after the gnats, and 
the bigger fish sought the 
minnows. 


We threw our minnow baits to 


the edge of the shadow area 
surrounding the light, in ap- 
proved fashion. It wasn't my 
night, but Gene Allen latched 
onto four—three crappie and a 
bass. The bass, a 3Vfe-pounder, 
tore up the still water before 
Gene finally landed him. 


We fished past midnight and 


got back in Hope at 2 a.m.—a 
thoroughly 
enjoyable 
ex- 


cursion. 


One final note: In night 


fishing always carry with you a 
backup light. We had two 
backups—just in case.

Deadline for win 
by McGovern set

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


George McGovern, who just 
months ago was considered 
only an interesting sideshow in 
the 1972 presidential sweep- 
stakes, will sew up the Demo- 
cratic nomination within nine 
days, says his .chief rtelepate- 
counler". 


By the end of this week 


McGovern will have 1,407 dele- 
gates either legally or verbally 
committed to vote for him, ac- 
cording to Rick Stearns, the 27- 
year-old one-time theology stu- 
dent who keeps McGovern's 
charts on where the votes are. 


And by July 1 another 102 


delegates will have swung over 
to McGovern to provide him on 
the first ballot with the 1,509 
delegate votes needed for the 
nomination, 
Stearns 
said 


Wednesday. 


"I've always described my- 


self as cautiously optimistic," 
Stearns 
added. "Now I've 


dropped the 'cautious' part. I'm 
absolutely confident we'll get it 
on the first ballot." 


Stearns, who directs the dele- 


gate search in states without 
primary elections, has achieved 
a reputation for accurate, if not 
slightly conservative, pre- 
dictions of the numbers and 
.sources of the senator's dele- 
gates. 


His 
projections 
for 


McGovern's final sprint to the 
nomination came one day after 
the candidate's strong snowing 
in the New York primary. By 
the time the state's at-large 
delegates are picked this week- 
end, 
Stearns says, McGovern 


will have gained 253 first-ballot 
votes in New York. 


Frank Manckiewicz, one of 


McGovern's top strategists, 
said Wednesday the McGovern 
nomination will be wrapped up 
so early that his chief com- 
petitors probably will drop out 
before the balloting begins in 
Miami Beach.

Shooting of 6 baffles police 


CHERRY HILL, N.J. (AP) - 


Police say they are baffled as 
they search for a motive for 
the shooting rampage by a gun- 
man who entered an 
office 


building armed with two sawed- 
off 
rifles 
and methodically 


pumped bullets into any man 
he encountered. Six men died, 
six were wounded. 


Officials identified the gun- 


man as Edwin C. Grace, 33, a 
uniformed off-duty guard for a 
security agency. He was hospi- 
talized with what police said 
were 
self-inflicted 
gunshot 


wounds in the neck and head. 
Doctors said he had a good 
chance of pulling through. 


A witness said the gunman 


kept reloading the .22-caliber 
rifles and that nearly 100 bul- 
lets were fired as he ordered 
women to get out of his way. 


A worker in an employment 


office in the building, Heritage 
House, James Ashen, 24, of 
Black wood, said: 


"This guy walked in. He was 


a complete stranger. I never 


Eight U.S. 
soldiers 


saw him before and he shot my 
boss in the head and he hit the 
floor. He shot the guy sitting in 
front of me a couple of times in 
the back. 


"The 
other 
three 
of 
us 


grabbed chairs and crowded 
into the corner of a small 
room, begging him not to shoot 
us, but he kept firing and he 
kept saying, 'Don't move, don't 
move.' He was a maniac." 


Three of the wounded men 


were in critical condition arid a 
seventh mar; was injured se- 
riously when he It-aped through 
a window attempting to avoid 
the gunman. 
Victims inter- 


viewed by police said they did 
not know (iract- and had not 
seen him previously. 


The gunfire erupted about 3 


p.m., 
and police .said the gun- 


man terrorized the building for 
several minutes. About 40 po- 
licemen surrounded it after 
Ix-ing alerted by a wounded 
man who escaped. 


Public Safety Director Wal- 


lace Ixipeters said the officers 
fired tear gas canrdsters into 
the building and that several 
policemen entered, but that no 
shots were exchanged with the 
gunman.

Over the years the court has 


struck down guilty judgments 
returned against black defend- 
ants by juries from 
which 


blacks were pointedly ex- 
cluded. Today's ruling was the 
first ever involving a white 
defendant. 


.Justice Thurgood Marshall, in 


the main opinion, said "when a 
Krand or petit jury has been se- 
lected on an 
impermissible 


basis, the existence of a con- 
stitutional violation does not de- 
pend on the circumstances of 
the person making the claim." 


The jury case came from 


Georgia where Dean Rene Pe- 
ters, was convicted of burglary 
in Muscogee County and sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison. 
Ixmg after the 1966 trial he 
asked federal courts to set 
aside the judgment because the

liam J. Brennan Jr. and I^ewis 
F. Powell Jr. also ruled for Pe- 
ters on the theory that racial 
exclusion of one group of jurors 
violates an 1875 federal civil 
rights law. 


Dissenting were Chief Justice 


Warren E. Burger, Justices 
Harry A. Blackmun and Will- 
iam H. Rehnquist. Burger 
pointed out that the record in 
this case "in no way suggests 
that race was relevant in the 
proceedings."

Supreme Court bans 
school 'splintering' 


j- ,-wj ntjn.es 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court today barred 
the splintering of school dis- 
tricts into smaller ones when 
the result is to perpetuate ra- 
cial segregation. 


The 5 to 4 ruling, in a case 


from rural Virginia, gives fed- 
eral judges broad supervisory 
powers over the drawing of 
school district boundaries. 


Although Justice Potter Stew- 


art's majority opinion did not 
deal directly with cases other 
than the two before the court 
he gave out broad hints that 
strong actions by judges to 
break down school segregation 
elsewhere could be upheld. 


In other actions today, the 


court: 
. - —Held that convictions of 
white defendants are invalid if 
Negroes were 
systematically 


excluded from the jury. 


—Ruled that a murder de- 


fendant's jailhouse confession 
to a policeman posing as a pris- 
oner was "harmless error" and 
not enough to overturn his con- 
viction. 


Particularly, Stewart empha- 


sized in the school district deci- 
sion that the test of whether 
school boundaries are legally 
drawn was "the effect" upon 
the dismantling of racially sep- 
arate school systems.

Council calls for 
action in rises 
in food prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Cost of Living Council today be- 
gins considering the Price Com- 
mission's call for "firm and im- 
mediate action" to halt rising 
food prices by broadening Pres- 
ident Nixon's controls on agri- 
cultural products. 


After 
a day-long meeting 


Wednesday, the commission de- 
cided to make its recommenda- 
tion to the council, which over- 
sees the controls Nixon im- 
posed last November. 


A 
commission 
spokesman 


stopped short of telling news- 


men the exact recommenda- 
tion, but said the commission 
members "feel the problem ex- 
ists because of the lack of con- 
trol of raw agricultural prod- 
ucts." 


Raw agricultural products, 


which by government definition 
includes both live animals and 
vegetables, have been exempt 
from controls since the start of 
the program last Aug. 15. The 
administration has been reluc- 
tant to try to control such a 
volatile market. 


The spokesman listed remov- 


al of the exemption as one of 
the main options. He also said 
the commission "is not cur- 
rently recommending a freeze" 
on food prices, another princi- 
pal option. 


While the Cost of Living 


Council, headed by Treasury 
Secretary George P. Shultz, is 
not bound by the commission's 
thinking, the price agency's 
recommendation 
will 
weigh 


heavily on any decision.

Warning issued about 
misleading mail ads 


Some private 
insurance 


companies have been sending 
misleading advertisements to 
Medicare beneficiaries in the 
Texarkana area, according to 
Otis A. Blackwood, social 
security district manager, in an 
effort to sell them health in- 
surance to supplement their 
Medicare 
protection. (The 


Texarkana 
Social 
Security 


office serves a 10-county area- 
Bowie and Cass County in 
Texas; Sevier, Hempstead, 
Lafayette, Little River, Polk, 
Howard, Nevada and Miller 
County in Arkansas.) 


Blackwood said that the 


promotional 
literature 


distributed by these companies 
gives the reader the impression 
that the company is in some 
way connected with the Social 
Security Administration, or 
that it has access to the federal 
agency's records. 


One company used an en- 


velope that was almost iden- 
tical to the envelopes social 
security uses to send out benefit 
checks, Blackwood remarked. 
He said that only careful 
reading of the fine print in the 


advertisement revealed the 
statement that the company 
was "not an agency of the state 
or federal government." 


Blackwood stressed that the 


Social Security Administration 
does not endorse any privately- 
sponsored 
insurance 
plan 


designed to "supplement" 
Medicare 
benefits. He also 


emphasized that private in- 
surance companies do not have 
access to social 
security 


records, which are confidential 
by law. 


Blackwood indicated that 


most 
private 
insurance 


programs 
supplementing 


Medicare offer valuable ad- 
ditional protection and ad- 
vertise honestly in their sales 
literature. "However," he said, 
"a 
few companies 
have 


engaged in practices which 
clearly are intended to mislead 
Medicare beneficiaries." 
He 


advised persons who are 
confused by material they get 
in the mail offering additional 
Medicare protection to get in 
touch with their nearest Social 
Security office, or their State 
Insurance 
Commission 
for 


further information.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


The American Medical Associ- 
ation has before it for the first 
time measures asking whether 
a doctor should join a union 
that would bargain collectively 
about fees and working condi- 
tions and possibly strike to 
back its demands. 


The proposals seek only to 


create study commissions to 
determine the legal ramifica- 
tions of physicians' unions. 


But their presence for consid- 


eration today or Wednesday by 
the AMA's governing House of 
Delegates reflects a new, mili- 
tant movement among doctors 
that elates some physicians and 
frightens others. 


The AMA House's action on 


the measures, some physicians 
feel, could have an important 
effect on medical care and doc- 
tors' relationships with patients 
a few years from now. 


In March, 30 I^as Vegas, 


Nev., 
doctors formed what they 


described as the first doctors' 
union affiliated with the AFL— 
CIO. 
They were chartered as 


Nevada Physicians Union Ix>cal 
676 by the Servine Employes 
International Union. 


Spokesmen said the group 


wouldn't enter collective bar- 
gaining with anyone. But if 
such unions spread and take on 
national stature, they might 
negotiate with "third-party car- 
riers" such as insurance com- 
panies over fees, salaries and 
working conditions, they said. 


Striking was ruled out. 
I^st month, the Florida Med- 


ical Association formed what it 
termed a "guild" or "bargain- 
ing unit." One of its primary 
purposes will be to "represent 
and protect" physician mem- 
bers in dealing with third par- 
ties. 


It also will "promote the so- 


cioeconomic welfare of the phy- 
sicians."

FOLSOM, Calif. (AP) - To 


ease the agony of an B-year-old 
burn victim, two Folsom Prison 
inmates have donated their 
skill, time and money to fash- 
ion a super smooth neck brace 
which 
is 
unavailable com- 


mercially. 


With it, Kearey Allison's neck 


skin grafts are expected to re- 
main immobilized while healing 
without the painful chafing he's 
had with previous braces. 


"I think it's great," said Kea- 


rey's father, George, of Oak- 
land. "My attitude has changed 
toward those guys up there. 
This has helped out a lot." 


Allison figures that if he 


could have found someone to 
custom-make an 
acceptable 


brace it would have cost $1,500. 


"This isn't costing us any- 


thing—terrific," he added. 


Kearey was burned badly 


about the neck, face and back 
in a camping accident two 
years ago, and underwent skin 
Krafts. 


To heal properly, the grafts 


must be immobile, but braces 
available on the market were 
irritating to Kearey. One brace 
after another failed. Kearey's 
story eventually got into the 
newspapers and was spotted by 
a Folsom Prison crafts clerk. 


The problem came into the 


hands of convicts Donld Baxter, 
50, and 
Morgan 
I^each, 52. 


I^ach had a background in 
physiotherapy and Baxter a tal- 
ent for art and designing. The 
result was an all-leather brace 
faced with soft deerskin to go 
next to the grafts. Kearey will 
get it later this week. 


All the work was done with 


the approval of prison author- 
ities and cooperation of the Al- 
lisons, who had a plaster cast 
made of Kearey's neck and 
sent it to Folsorn. The inmates 
paid for brace materials, which 
cost a little under $100 


The prison declined to give 


further information on Baxter

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Diplomacy top 
off president's 
election plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon is putting on an un- 
usual display of high-level per- 
sonal diplomacy by jetting top 
aides to far-away places around 
the globe. 


Friday is the next home- 


coming for security adviser 
Henry A. Kissinger, returning 
from his latest nonsecret Po- 
king trip. Kissinger returned 
June 12 from Tokyo, after fly- 
ing in June 1 from the Moscow 
summit. 


Saturday is take-off day for 


Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers on a 16-day nine-nation 
swing around the world from 
Australia through East Europe. 
Rogers stopped in parts of West 
Europe on his way back from 
the Moscow parley. 


At the airport the same day 


will be Arthur Burns, chairman 


of the Federal Reserve Board, 
heading south for a fortnight of 
talks with financial leaders in 
Argentina, Peru, Venezuela and 
Brazil. 


These same Latin American 


lands have just been visited by 
former Secretary of Treasury 
John B. Connally, who is now 
in Asia on a globe-circling Nix- 
on assignment. Connally, whose 
itinerary will include 18 coun- 
tries by latest count, has been 
traveling since June 6. 


On July 2, Nixon's science 


adviser, Dr. Edward E. David 
Jr., will lead a delegation to 
Moscow to work out scientific 
projects with the Russians. 


Following David to the Soviet 


capital will be Secretary of 
Commerce Peter G. Peterson. 
His mission: to lay groundwork 
for expanding U.S.-Soviet trade. 


Nixon critics are portraying 


this prominent to-and-fro'ing, 
all announced by the White 
House, as unnecessary razzle- 
dazzle aimed at keeping Nix- 
on's foreign-policy efforts in the 
limelight as the presidential 
campaign heats up. 


With Peking and Moscow 


spectaculars behind him, they 
suggest, th» President wants to 
keep the public mindful of his 
dramatic foreign moves since 
he himself has no further over- 
seas journey planned before 
November. 


Administration 
supporters 


paint a different picture, laud- 
ing each of the V.I.P. missions 
as meritorious in its own right. 


And they say that the direct, 


personal contact with foreign 
leaders adds a valuable dimen- 
sion to what can be accom- 
plished by more traditional low- 
er-level diplomacy.

last Oct. 4 that began in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and ended with 
three killings at Jacksonville 
International Airport.

Maier, who for three years led 
the now nearly victorious fight 
for revenue sharing, says the 
next goal for the nation's may- 
ors is to force the suburbs to 
assist in caring for the poor. 


"The next priority is to get 


the entire metropolitan area to 
assume the burdens of poverty 
by enabling poor people to live 
outside the center city," said 
Maier. "It is going to be very 
tough to get this recognized as 
a national necessity, but it's a 
fight we have to take on. I 
don't see any alternative." 


This neat, pipe-smoking may- 


or may seem like a David be- 
fore the Goliath of opposition to 
racially and economically open 
housing in the suburbs, but nine 
years ago in Palo Alto he 
coined a phrase at a mayors 
conference with his demand for 
"a reordering of national prior- 
ities." This year every candi- 
date for president claims that 
he has done that or will do it. 


"I know we face political im- 


practicabilities in this fight, but 


ultimately that would be quick- 
er and less costly than to have 
the poor rattling around in the 
sandbox of the center cities as 
we have now with no end in 
sight," Maier said. 


Asked if he had heard any 


presidential candidates talking 
about open housing this year, 
Maier said, "No, but in nine 
years we have accomplished a 
goal. People are now thinking 
about reordering national prior- 
ities. Important institutions like 
the Urban Coalition and the 
Brookings Institution and even 
a presidential candidate are not 
just talking about it but actual- 
ly writing alternative federal 
budgets." 


And, Maier said, in 1963 the 


federal government spent $5.5 
billion in programs that helped 
cities and now the figure is $33 
billion. 


For the last three years, 


Maier has been the chief advo- 
cate among the mayors for rev- 
enue-sharing, their No. 1 prior- 
ity, a program to give cities 
federal aid without restrictions 
on its use.

There- 
upon, the FBI said, Giffe shot 
to death his wife, pilot Brent Q. 
Downs, 29, and himself. 


Wallace and co-pilot Randall 


G. Crump had left the plane to 
bargain for fuel and escaped in- 
jury. 


Wallace 
told 
newsmen: 


"George Giffe was just as he 
was portrayed in the court- 
room. He did go mad that 
night. I had never seen that 
side of him before." 


Wallace had testified he ex- 


pected to go to Nashville Met- 
ropolitan Airport only to drive 
Giffe's car back to town.

There were also un- 
confirmed reports that Israeli 
tanks had crossed the border 
again today in the Mt. Hermon 
area that was attacked Wednes- 
day. 


Israeli patrols were active 


along Israel's side of the border 
today, searching all cars and 
keeping a sharp lookout for any 
attempt by the Palestine guer- 
rilals to retaliate for Wednes- 
day's strike. 


The Lebanese government 


and the guerrilla command 
claimed the Israeli raiders 
killed 23 Arabs—9 Lebanese 
and 14 guerrillas—and wounded 
33 in the air, artillery and 
ground attacks on the village of 
Hasbaya and nearby guerrilla 
camps on the western slope of 
Mt. Hermon. But other sources 
in Beirut said the number of 
dead and wounded was closer 
to 150. 


The Israelis said they also 


captured 10 prisoners, including 
a Syrian brigadier general and 
four colonels who were am- 
bushed during an inspection 
tour with a Lebanese military 
delegation. One Lebanese offi- 
cer was among the prisoners, 
Israel said. 


Guerrilla leader Yasir Arafat 


termed the raid a "flagrant, 
premeditated and unprovoked 
aggression against Lebanon." 
Lebanon complained to the 
U.N. Security Council. The Syr- 
ian Foreign Ministry urged 
mobilization of world opinion to 
"secure the immediate release 
of the kidnaped officers." 


Israel said it carried out the 


strikes in retaliation for attacks 
Tuesday by Palestine guerrillas 
from I^ebanon in which two Is- 
raeli soldiers and two civilians 
were wounded. 


An Israeli officer said the 


raids also were undertaken be- 
cause of guerrilla plans to per- 
form "spectacular new mis- 
sions" like the Tel Aviv Inter- 
national airport massacre May 
30 in which 27 persons were 
killed by Japanese terrorists 
working for the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine. 


The general feeling in Beirut 


was that the attack constituted 
a delayed retaliation for the 
airport massacre. 


I-ebanese Premier Saeb Sa- 


lam said the strafing of Has- 
baya was a "criminal act" that 
"resulted in the destruction of 
many houses and the death and 
wounding of scores of innocent 
citizens including women and 
children."

queen. Tybalt let it hold but 
won the second heart. Then 
he led his three of spades 
and Romeo had gone up with 
the queen. Tybalt had taken 
dummy's ace; returned to his 
hand with a diamond; led a 
second 
spade and played 


dummy's jack. 


Mercutio scored the second 


spade trick for the defense 
and led his last heart. Even- 
tually Romeo had taken the 
last two tricks with the ace 
of clubs and his last heart. 


In case any readers feel 


the same way about that sec- 
ond hand high play as Juliet 
did, it really couldn't lose. 


If South held the king of 


spades, Romeo's queen was 
as dead as Romeo himself 
was at the end of the last act 
of the Shakespeare tragedy. 


The way the cards actually 


lay, if Romeo had played a 
low spade Tybalt would have 
finessed dummy's eight. This 
is the best play with the 
actual 
spade combination 


since it will lose only one 
spade trick any time West's 
original holding includes the 
10 of spades and at least one 
of the higher honors.

What is the real B. F. Skinner like?

MORGANTOWN, W.Va. (AP) 


— Others may see psychologist 
B. F. Skinner as a cold-blooded, 
would-be creator of human ro- 
bots, but to his daughter, he's 
just the opposite. 


"Most people are very sur- 


prised when they meet him," 
said his daughter, Dr. Julie 
Vargas, herself a psychology 
professor at West Virginia Uni- 
versity. "They are expecting a 
cold, severe Hitler type, I 
guess, and discover a mild- 
mannered, friendly man." 


Skinner, often called the fa- 


ther of benavorial psychology, 
once put Dr.,Vargas' infant sis- 
ter, Deborah—flow in her late 
20s—in a glassed-in crib which 
could be heat-and-humidity con- 
trolled so that she could remain 
germ free and wear no clothes, 
only diapers. Though Skinner 
took care to stress that Debo- 
rah was frequently taken out 
for cuddling and play, she be- 
came famous as "the baby in 
the box." 


In his latest book he has 


raised the possibility of man 
surrendering individual free- 
doms to permit the design of a 
vast institutional system of be- 
navorial controls which would 
reinforce 
altruistic 
behavior 


and eliminate such selfish be- 
havior as pollution, war and 
overpopulation. 


Dr. Vargas, a petite brunette 


has fond memories of her child- 
hood relation to her father, now 
a faculty member at Harvard. 


"We never discussed his prin- 


ciples at home while I was 
growing up," she said. 


She remembers being given 


"a lot of freedom" as a child. 


Dr. Vargas, 34, who is mar- 


ried to Dr. Ernest Vargas, also 
a psychology professor, has 
used the controversial "air 
crib" on her own two daugh- 
ters, Lisa, 6, and Justine, 2. 


"Actually the air crib is just 


a crib and those persons who 
don't know my father's work 
think it's great....Many link it 
with my father's experiments 
with the Skinner box (he pre- 
fers to call it an operant condi- 
tioning apparatus box)." 


Dr. Vargas said her father 


never tried to influence her to 
enter his field. 


"I never touched a rat until 


six years ago," she explained. 


It was while studying psy- 


chology that Dr. Vargas dis- 
covered she agreed with most 
principles pioneered by her fa- 
ther. But on some issues, father 
and daughter differ. 


"I agree with him that good- 


ness is a man-invented stand- 
ard," she said, "but he believes 
the goodness of a culture is sur- 
vival, working together toward 
survival and I disagree with 
him there."

They are in greatest accord, 


however, over the issue of hu- 
man salvation through environ- 
mental control. 


"A good example is rearrang- 


ing certain reinforcement pat- 


terns," Dr. Vargas said, "like 
offering social and monetary 
reinforcement for not having 
children and giving additional 
welfare benefits to those per- 
sons willing to be re-educated 
and trained."

Business Mirror

NEW YORK (AP) - Is the 


individual investor a dying 
breed, about to be buried in the 
avalanche of trading emanating 
from the big institutional tra- 
ders who now account for most 
of the volume on the New York 
Stock Exchange? 


That notion is broadcast from 


time to time, and not without 
some justification. Many indi- 
vidual investors of long stand- 
ing have canceled out their ac- 
counts in recent years. Many 
others are steady sellers. 


Meanwhile, the growth of in- 


stitutions such as mutual and 
pension funds has been pheno- 
menal. And their aggressive- 
ness as traders has grown too. 


During the 1965-1971 period, 


institutional volume grew by 
what 
Dr. 
William Fruend, 


NYSE chief economist, calls an 
- astonishing 25 per cent a 
year" and now accounts for 68 
per cent of all trading, in dollar 
terms. 


But. 
he points out. all that 


growth isn't at the expense of 
the individual investor. The lat- 
ter's transactions grew 8 per 
cent a year in the same period, 
and new accounts for 32 per 
cent of trading 


In other words, it is true that 


the institutions are more domi- 
nant in the market than they 
were, and it is true that the in- 
dividual investor carries ^ess 
trading weight than before. 


But it isn't '-rue '.hat there 


are fewer individual investors 
now than at any earlier period. 
The number of such investors 
is now estimated at 32.5 mil- 
lion, up from 31.9 million last 
year. 


One misimpression about the 


market is that mutual funds 
are the most 
powerful in- 


stitutional traders. Not so at 
all. They are the most obvious, 
because they sell shares to the 
public, but they are from the 
biggest. 


That distinction belongs to 


the private noninsured pension 
funds, which now have more 
than $125 billion in assets, $85 
billion of which is in common 
stocks. 


By comparison, the mutual 


funds have total assets of about 
$55 billion, with all but $3 bil- 
lion of it in common stocks. 


Nevertheless, it is these two 


institutional trading categories 
that have caused the individual 
investor to become less and 
less powerful in the market. 
Each year these two fund cate- 
gories" are more influential in 
setting prices. 


Not only are private pension 


funds growing in size, but the 
tendency now is to seek max- 
imum returns in the stock mar- 
ket rather than from more con- 
servative investments in bonds. 


And not only are 
mutual 


funds growing in sue and num- 
ber, 
but they are markedly 


more active traders than they 
were 10 years ago. S:.me funds 
now turn over their purtfuh-js
